qualified personnel. The  ordi- 
nance was sought on the grounds 
of public safety in the interests 
of preventing fires and explosions. 
} The fire commission was asked 
| to investigate and to report. While 
the proposed serve-yourself gas 
Station was not specifically men- 
tioned, the petition was aimed at 
this enterprise, councilmen agreed. 

Vernon K. L. Patterson, attor- 
ney, appeared on behalf of a group 
of residents on the Pacific Elec- 
tric matter. He urged for delay 
and the councilmen said they had 
no intention of taking any action 
until the situation had been thor- 
oughly considered. 

The petitioners oppose use of 
the diesel locomotives because 
these engines and installation of 
heavier rails would depreciate and 
damage property along the right- 
of-way and would be an entering 
wedge to attracting heavy indus- 
try, and would create more dan- 
serous situations at the street 
crossings, they said. 

The council chambers were half- 
illed with observers. 

“This a widely discussed 
juestion,” Mr. Patterson said. “I 
no reason for rushing into a 
decision. I have checked the cor- 
respondence dealing with rela- 
tions between the city and the P. 
E. The city has asked for re- 
moval of the tracks from the Euc- 
lid avenue parkway on many oc- 
casions and as far back as 1935.”

Need in State

Other data revealed by the sur- 
vey showed that 60 per cent of 
the state’s full-time teachers 
were in elementary schools, 36 per 
cent in high schools and 4 per 
cent in junior colleges. 

Seventy-eight per cent of the 
teachers were women. In elemen- 
tary schools, 94 per cent were
